It is certainly one of the greateft ad- 
vantages to be converfant in the works of fuch authors, 
as have been born with a happy genius, and left behind 





them fuch produétions, as are univerfally allowed to be 


the ftandard of good writing. But it is not near fo great 


an advantage to read fuch works only, as it is to be ac- 
quainted alfo with thofe great and ufeful writers who 
have fhewn the reafons on which all good writing is 


grounded, and who have laid down the rules, and given 
inftances of it, for our obfervance and imitation.

rules are formed upon the writings of others, and were 


not originally the ground: of good writing, fill che con 
clufion does not hold.

it has been the labour of ages to make ‘thofe obfervations, 


For 
tho’ rules of themfelves cannot make a genius, where 
nature has not given one; yet they very much affift and 
He who is converfant in the critics, as 
well as orators and poets ; who, befides reading good 
writings, reads the rules prefcrib’d for good writing, 
and the reafons of it, is likely to be a much better writer 
with both thefe advantages, than with but onc of them. 
The queftion is not, whether aman may not be a very 
good writer, without being a nice critic in good writing ; 
but whether he would not be a better writer with fuch cri- 


For it by no means follows from 
hence that it is unnecefiary, or ufelefs, for us to read 


we muft never work with any other than its materials, 
tho’ as.fecretly as pofible, according to the excellent ob- 
fervations, and advice of our great poet, in his E/fay on 
Critici/m.

rent fources and reafons of it; cannot but conclude, that 
any one who is let into the true nature of the /ud/ime, 
as he has defcribed it, will be very much aflifted in his 
own writings, by a judicious ufe aid application of 
what that moft admirable critic has intormed him 
This great writer thoroughly underftood the fubjeét he 
was upon, and was fo fired with the fpirit of it, that 
his own ftile is a moift glorious inftance of that fublime 
he treats of.

I have purpofely quoted this paflage, not only to let 
the reader fee the greatnefs of this gentleman’s imagina- 
tion, but to give him an inftance of that great regard 
and reverence he every where fhews, witen he is confi- 
dering the divine being; and thofe warm and awful 
fentiments he has upon his mind, when the all-perfeé& and 
incomprehenfible eflence of God is his fubject. Whence 
I would obferve, that a religious fubje& is fo far from 
being an hindrance to a genius, that it gives it the greate 
eft opportunities of exerting itfelf; that it is fo far from 
finking and deprefling our fentiments, that nothing con- 
tributes more to raife and heighten them. For if the {pi- 
ritof the /wh/ime mutt rife in proportion to the dignity 
of any fubjeét, no fubjeéts can poflibly be {9 proper for 
the /ablime as religious ones. 

But to return: the /wd/ime is the perfeétion of the moft 
perfect writings ; it is this, wherever it appears, that 
cafts a glory, and illuminates every thing around it 3 
which impreiles things fo ftrongly upon our imagina- 
tions, and elevates and warms our conceptions to that 
degree, that it puts us into a fort of tranfport, which 
feems to carry us out of ourlelves, and gives usa ftrong 
ideal enjoyment of its moft lively and animated images, 
It is this which itrikes us inilantaneoufly, and is thea 
only ditcovered, when we find ourfelves borne away with 
its. commanding and refiitleis impetuolity. It is this 
Which makes the mind labour with the greatnefs of 
thofe ideas it more immediately conveys, and leaves it 
panting for the reception of thofe ftill greater ones it 
feems to imply. It is ¢his which recommends icfelf 
alone, without any other advantages, and without which 
all the other beauties of writing are but low, and poor, 
and fpiritlefs. Icis this for the fake of which a good 
critic will overlook all miftakes, not being able to cen 
fure, where he has fo much to admire. 

Tho’ what is ‘judicious in poetry with the /adlime is 
very much to be approveds yet fo much judgment is fel- 
dom regarded in any man, as keeps him cool and unpaf- 
fionate, languid and unaffecting in his writings. ‘Tne 
want of exactnefs is often exculable, but the want of {pi- 
rit ever unpardonable. The faying of the younger Pune 
of an orator of his own time, midi/ peccat, nifi gud nibil 
peccat, is only fault is, that be has no fault, is a fine ob- 
fervation, as well as an ingenious reproof; and is but too 
jultly applicable to many writers, whofe correétne(s is 


























































































































































Which have received a gradual improvement from the 
variety of authors who have engaged in this underta- 
king. A fingle man of himfelf would be able to make but 
‘avery few obfervations of this nature ; for it requires a 
good deal of thought, as well as judgment, to {fee into 
the reafon why anexpreffion is beautiful, or wherein par- 
ticularly its beauty confilts. Many are pleas’d with the 
beauty of an expreffion, who are entirely ignorant why 
fach beauty pleafesthem. But ftill, if they knew why 
it pleafed them, they would be better able, and be more 
certain, to imitate it. 

If it be urged, that rules, by being too much fo!llow- 
ed, may make a writer too {tiff and affected; that too 
great an appearance of art is of great difadvantage to any 
Writings whatever; and that, by being too much intent 
upon the works of the critics, we fhall be in danger of 
too flavifh an obfervance of the rules contained in them : 
it may be replied, that it is not the fault of the rules, but 
of our judgment, not difcerning how far, and in what 
cafes it is proper to obferve thofe rules, that we fall into 
the inconveniences, fuppofed in the objeétion. There 
are certain bounds fet us both by art and nature, within 
Which it is as commendable to be reftrained, as it '3 ridi- 
Culous to exceed them. Nothing is move injudic-ous and 
fantaftical, than to carry either to exce!., aud to be too| 
much in form. ‘True art certainly polifhes and refines 
Nature 3 or is rather nature polifiied and refined. But art 
1s then carried too far, when we go beyond the bounds o! 


fcarce deferve the names they bear, if they wanted it. 
It is this which has fo diitinguifhed the writings of Ho- 
MER and DemosTHENEs, and which reigns fo much in 
Mixtton’s Paradije oft, that the belt critics look upon it 
to be one of the greateit poetical productions in the world. 
It is this which thines through the works of all our great 
poets, and is the great charatteriitic of every genius. 
Tis this for which the author of a poein now publith- 
ing, and a genius but juit beginning to make his appear- 
ance, fhows himfelf fo well turned, by his having al- 
ready given many great f{pecimens of his /ud/imity, fuffi- 
cient to convince every one who reads him, what gieat 
things may be expected from him. I have nov before 
me tome excellent lines of his, which cannot but be very 
agreeable to all, who have any tafle for fuch fort of wri- 
ting. They follow a very grand fimile, and are intend- 
ed to obviate an objection againit his uling an illuitration 
too great for the thing he was to illuftrate : upon which 
he obierves, how equally little all things are, when con- 
fidered in a comparative view, with relpect to their great 
author.

With regard to the /a/ime, I would have every fenius 
only fo tar acquainted with the rules of it, or however 
ouly fo far oblervant of them, as to improve and not 
weaken his imagination by the ufe of them.

lopping and pruning his tree, only tu make it bear the 
better, and taking away what is too luxuriant, only to 
make the other branches more fruitful. Or let him, 1a 
ufe another allufion, which may not be improper in-aci- 
vice of this nature, refemble, in the improvements of 
his genius, the character of a genteel, well-bred man ; 
which I fall here conclude with, and leave the applica-
